500 Bonitiers 1 
Month Is Plan 


Plane Builders Form Pool 
To Speed Production 
Of War Craft. 


LOS ANGELES.—American air- 
plane builders are pooling their 
productive resources to give the 
United States and Britain an un- 
precedented fleet of long-range, 
four-engine heavy bombers. 

The aviation news committee of 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce of America reports that this 
co-operation would produce an esti- 
mated 500 bombers monthly in 1942, 
It based its figures on government 
records and forecasts. 

Col. John H, Jouett, president of 
the chamber, said these bombers, 
produced in sufficient numbers, suc- 
cessfully could convoy shipping from 
America to England. 

Producers Form Pool, 

Three Pacific coast manufactur- 
ers—Boeing of Seattle, Douglas of 
Santa Monica, Calif., and Vega of 
Burbank, Calif.—have agreed upon 
a co-operative program for produc- 
tion of Boeing's B-17E bombers, 
Each will produce completely as- 
sembled warplanes. Parts will be 
interchangeable. 

Consolidated Aircraft Corporation 
of San Diego and Douglas are build- 
ing two $22,000,000 plants, to build 
B-24 bombers. The plants are 
scheduled to begin operation by the 
end of 1941, Consolidated will op- 
erate at Fort Worth, Texas, and 
Douglas at Tulsa, Okla., in another 
co-operative program, Sub-assem- 
blies will be produced by the auto- 
motive industry. 

Output of these plants, the Aero- 
nautical chamber predicted, will in- 
crease production of heavy bombers 
to 200 planes per month. 

Total of 500 a Month, 

After the Boeing-Douglas-Vega co- 
operative begins production in 1942, 
the output should total 500 a month, 
the chamber added. 

The chamber stressed that these 
figures cover only the heavy bomb- 
ers and do not include other co- 
operatives for the production of 
medium bombers. Under the latter, 
fast ships of the Martin B-26 and 
North American B-25 type will be 
produced by the Glenn L. Martin 
company and North American Avia- 
tion, Inc., at government plants at 
Omaha, Neb., and Kansas City, 
Mo, Automobile manufacturers will 
supply sub-assemblies. 

To augment the program, Boeing 
plans immediate construction of a 
large addition on the No, 2 plant of 
its Stearman division at Wichita, 
Kan, Douglas’ new “blackout 
plant’’—a windowless building from 
which no light can escape—soon will 
be ready to manufacture B-17E 
bombers at Long Beach, Calif. 
Vega will produce them at its new 
factory at Burbank, Calif.

A baby Indian elephant is priced 
at $2,000; full-grown elephants cost 
lots more. The rhinoceros has a 
pricg tag of $3,500. 

Now these animals aren't kept in 
the pharmacy, but are listed in a 
catalogue from which you take your 
pick. 

Lions are ‘‘priced according to 
size, type, age, condition, etc.,’’ be- 
tween $100 and $500. A lion cub is 
$100. 

Bengal tigers are worth $1,000.

LESPEDEZA SEED DEMAND 
TO BE GREAT NEXT YEAR 


Demands for cericea and an- 
nual lespedeza seed of high qual- 


ity will probably be great next 

spring, announces J, C, Lowery, 

extension agronomist, Auburn, 
Quality seed can be produced 


more economically by weed con- 
trol than by depending on expen- 
sive machinery tlo clean the har- 
vested seed, Losses of from 80 
to 50 per cent of the seed may be 
expected in attempting to make 
& quality product out of a trashy, 
weedy crop, 

Seed should not be saved where 
lespedeza is badly infested with 
vodder as high quality seed do 
not contain dodder, Occasional 
spots of dodder may be pulled up 
by hand, mowed or burned with 
straw or a blow torch, 

Small bushes, briars and other 
shrubby vegetation in old stands 
of sericea should be grubbed out 
fo that a mower or combine may 
Le easily operated, “Be ready to 
mow or cut with a binder and 
thresh in case the combine is not 


available or the weather is un- 
favorable,” he advises. 
Save plenty of seed for you 


own use for an abundance of high 
quality home grown seed is the 
best insurance for having suffi- 
cient acreage to produce the hay 
needs for your own farm, advises 
Lowery. 
FALL HATCHED PULLETS 
BOOST EGG PRODUCTION 
An casy, inexpensive way to 
build a laying flock of “long-wind- 
ed” hens-—those that lay right 
through the summer and _ into 
September—is to set fall-laid 
cggs from old hens, Pullets 
hatched from these fall eggs, if 
sired by cockerels from “long- 
winded” families, should inherit 
this same tendency to lay right 


through the summer without 
moulting. 

Alabama farmer - poultrymen 
who produce eggs for hatching 


may be reasonably sure that most 
of the eggs gathered at this time 


of the year are from persistent 
layers, excepting pullet eggs,

HARVESTING POTATOES 
Farmers planning to harvest 
their sweet potatoes are being ad- 


‘ised by Lyle Brown, extension 
aorticulturist, Auburn, to harvest 
them when the largest quantity 


of potatoes of market size can be 


expected, Quality rather than 
quantity must be considered to 
yet the best market price, All 


sweet potatoes should be harvest- 
ed before frost and while the soil 
is still dry. 

A large turn plow or middle- 
luster can be used to plow the 
potatoes from the ground, The 
potatoes should not remain in the 
field over night or lie in the hot 
sun more than 30 minutes, Brown 
says. ‘Never place them in crates 
or containers that have sharp ed- 
«eS or rough places in the inte- 
rior. In the field, the No, 1’s and 
No, and the broken and cull 
potatoes should each be placed in 
separate groups. Never throw 
the potatoes into heap rows.”

Remember What 
Was News In Elba 


If you can answer that ques- 
tion, no doubt you will be one of 
only a few citizens living here to- 
day, and then too, you would have 
an unusually good memory or you 
would be getting along in years, 

As this article is being writ- 
ten, we have before us an issue 
of The Clipper bearing the date 
of February 16, 1899. That has 
been more than forty-two years 
ago. The paper was just one year 
and thirty-six weeks old, and was 
edited and published by Messers 
A, R. Powell and M, S, Carmi- 
chael, both deceased, 

The paper is the property of 
Mrs, J. A, Thames, Elba Route 
1, and we borrowed it from Mr. 
H, W. Willis in order to give our 
readers a few of the items from 
its pages. The paper was mailed 
to Mr, Thames and his name writ- 
ten in a very legible hand still 
appears on the top margin. Mr, 
Thames filed the paper away and 
since his death members of the 
family found the paper while 
looking through a box where he 
kept papers and other things of 
value, It is the oldest edition of 
The Clipper we have seen in many 
years, since all our file papers 
were destroyed in the 1929 flood, 
We do have three other issues of 
The Clipper, one printed in 1901, 
a part of one printed in 1907 and 
another in 1916. We shall review 
these papers at a later date, 

Advertisements Listed 

The February 16, 1899, issue of 
The Clipper carried on first page 
a three-column advertisement for 
New York Racket Store, Elba, and 
Kennedy & Cody of Montgomery. 
Other local advertisers were: El- 
ba Improvement Company, by Lee 
McLendon, Mgr. .

Moseley, druggists ... B. F. Long

General News 

The biggest item in the general 
news of the paper was an unusu- 
ally cold wave that gripped the 
entire nation at that time. The 
temperature was below freezing 
in most parts of the country and 
three or four columns were given 
over to reports of snow storms 
and the resulting bad weather 
which caused death and destruc- 
ttion In fact, all the general 
news was devoted to the weather. 


Below Zero In Elba 

The following story gives a 
pretty good account of the situ- 
ation in Elba in these few lines: 
“Miss Annie Lee is the new 
weather observer for the U. S. 
weather bureau at Elba. She has 
self-registering thermometers, ba- 
rometers, rain gauges, etc., fur- 
nished by the bureau. Her self- 
registering thermometer  regis- 
tered four degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit scale, c: thirty-six de- 
grees below freezing point, Mon- 
day morning. The warmest tem- 
perature recorded Monday was 
sixteen degrees above zero. The 
cheap thermometers in Elba have 
all gone crazy this week. Some of 
them froze, others got sulky when 
the temperature got down close 
to zero and refused to budge. The 
temperature recorded by the gov- 
ernment thermometer is probably 
the lowest ever reached here.” 

Then in another place the edi- 
tor wrote: “It is not very easy to 
attempt to write bright editorials 
and news items with the ink 
freezing in the bottle and the 
thoughts in the editor’s cranium. 
- +... “A number of people have 
asked us if The Clipper would 
come out this week. The print 
will be bad and there will be lit- 
tle news except about the cold 
wave, and that won’t be news to 
those who have been forcibly re- 
minded that the weather is a lit-

WHITE DUTCH CLOVER 
NEW SOURCE OF CASH 

In addition to producing plant- 
ing seed, Alabama farmers can 
materially increase their cash in- 
come by producing White Dutch 
clover seed for sale, 

“A small seed patch will pro- 
cuce enough seed to meet the 
reeds of the average Alabama 
tarm,"’ says J. C. Lowery, 
omist of the Alabama 
Service, 

Lowery also states that experi- 
ence during the past three or four 
years shows that white Dutch 
clover can be made a cash crop 
of considerable importance in sev- 
eral sections of the State. Seed 
patches of white Dutch clove 
should be planted between Sep- 
tember 1 and October 15 at the 
rate of five to ten pounds per 
acre on land turned several 
weeks ahead of planting time. 
Seed should be inoculated and the 
land fertilized with one to three 
tons of lime. 

In addition 50 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash and 500 pounds of 
superphosphate or 1,000 pounds 
of basic slag should be applied at 
planting time. 


HOGS LIKE CORN 


Corn is a universal hog feeding 
crop and should always be used 
to a greater or lesser extent in 
developing the swine feeding pro- 
gram, say officials of the Ala- 
bama Extension Service. Inciden- 
tally, the 1941 estimated produc- 
tion of corn in Alabama has been 
placed at 48,894,000 bushels.

Tomatoes On Jimson Weeds 


(By Nell Fannin Hutchison) 


The little 
Barbour County, 
a second Luther Burbank, a man 
who has practically changed to 
uitfirmative the answer to the old 
Bible query: "Do men gather figs 
of thistles?” 

Although W, A, Bond has not 
gathered any figs from thistles, 
yet, he has accomplished a feat 
ulmost as miraculous, For two 
successive seasons Mr, Bond has 
yathered tomatoes from Jimson 
weed, 

Perhaps some city dweller will 
ask, "What is a Jimson weed?” 
Bul men and women who spent 
their childhood on the farm and 
those who dwell there now, re- 
member how the spines of Jim- 
son weed seed burrs punctured 
their feet as they walked barefoot 
across the barnyard or circled the 
chicken house, 

A noxious weed 
Shade family with broad, rank- 
smelling foliage and purple 
throated white trumpet blossoms, 
the plant is supposed to have orig- 
inated at Jamestown, hence its 
name, 

One of its aliases is thorn apple, 
Another assumed when this New 
World upstart attempted to enter 
the cireles of ancient culture was 
the Greek name Datura Stramon- 
ium, Like the rose, it smells the 
sume no matter what it is called, 

“At least I what a to- 
mato is,” the folk of both the 
Americas and Europe will  ex- 
claim, Why shouldn't they when 
ull the merits of Vitamin C are 
shouted from diet lists, health 
charts and ads in magazines, 

When every person who would 
keep fit is expected to eat toma- 
toes or citrus fruit every day, 
When canning budgets have as 
“must” tomatoes as one-third of 
foods preserved in order to insure 
the health of our Nation, 

The tomato is a new-comer, 
too, when compared with the his- 
tory of foods, Only 400 years ago 
When the Spanish Conquestadors 
entered Peru in search of gold, 
they found tomatoes growing in 
fields of corn planted by the na- 
tives. 

Native to the same regions as 
the early form of maize, even then 
the plant had passed from the 
wild state to practically its pres- 
ent form and was a staple food 
in South America and Mexico, 

Later, adventurers homeward 
bound, introduced the plant in 
Europe in the 16th century, In 
the 17th century, the English 
calling our lowly vegetable a 
Love Apple, grew it as an orna- 
mental plant in their flower gar- 
dens and fully believed they would 
be poisoned should they take a 
bite from its crimson cheek, 

It remained for the Italians, in 
the 18th century, to fully under- 
stand the tomato and plant it as 
a food crop. After that, like a 
small town boy who has made 
good in the big city, the tomato 
came home. 

In all the intervening years hor- 
ticulturists have been busy im- 
proving the tomato, making it 
disease and drought proof, until 
it has reached the present state 
of symetrical, satiny fullness. 

One of these men is W. A. Bond 
a World War veteran, who op- 
erates a blacksmith and wood- 
work shop in Louisville. How he 
joined these natives of the two 
Americas in a “good neighbor’ 
pact of greater accomplishment 
is Mr, Bond's story of the toma- 
toes and Jimson weeds. 

Although he had never seen it 
done, he had heard that tomatoes 
could be grafted into the hardy 
pests. He decided to try it. In 
his garden adjacent to his dwel- 
ling on Main street, he had one 
row of the grafted plants in the 
summer of 1940, 

The experiment worked. The 
row of plants provided sufficient 
for the family of four and some 
to give the neighbors, When frost 
came Mr, Bond gathered more 
than a peck of green ones, 

“That put an end to loss from 
blight, insects at the roots, drouth 
and heat of Fall,” said the ex-sol- 
dier, who gives these directions to 
the interested; “Look around the 
barn and outhouses for volunteer 
plants. If they are not there, get 
a burr and plant the seed after 
the danger of frost is past. 

“Transplant into the garden 
row about the first of June and 
Start grafting the latter part of 
the same month, The weeds usu- 
ally have three limbs. Graft to 
two of them, leaving the other un- 
til the tomatoes start to grow. 
As taping for the graft use an 
old soft cloth about 144x1% in- 
ches square, dipped into equal 
parts of melted beef tallow and 
beeswax, 

“Always graft out near the end 
of the Jimsom weed branch where 
it is tender and full of sap. The 
height of the weed doesn’t mat- 
ter. Take a green limb, split it 
on one side, near the end, and put 
one edge into the slit. Be care- 
ful not to touch any of the graft- 
ing parts nor the knife while 
grafting.” 

Mr. Bond made his own graft-

ing knife, using a 
safety razor blade, 

Mrs, Bond, who is a member of 
the Garden Club and an avid gar- 
dener in her own right,’ lends a 
helping hand by tying the toma- 
to limbs to stakes, Sometimes 
the fruit is so heavy that the 
branch requires as many as three 
tyings with strips of old cloth, 

“The tomatoes are nice and 
smooth,” testified Mrs, Bond, "The 
flavor is perfect and everyone who 
bas eaten them thought they were 
delicious.” 

The story of the Jimson Toma- 
toes got abroad so that people 
from all walks of life stop to peer

crop this year; preachers, cotton 
buyers, professors, college stu- 
cents, children and even the col- 
cred people come to look and stay 
to marvel, 

“Knowing that some doubted,” 
said the plant wizard, with a 
twinkle in his eye, “I let a few 
limbs of the weed stay on as eyi- 
dence," 

One family from Montgomery 
wanted Jimson weed seed, after 
seeing the grafted tomatoes; an- 
other from Andalusia and anoth- 
er from Ozark, A Californian 
visiting in a nearby town, said he 
had never seen anything like that 
vefore, though his state is famed 
for fruit and vegetablles. 

The idea has spread like a con- 
tagion and this year the neigh- 
bors have “Jimson Tomatoes” in 
their gardens, the finest, fruitiest 
and best flavored they ever gre 

An octogenarian, whose dim 
sight made the delicate task im- 
possible, begged Mr, Bond to 
graft some plants’ for his garden 
this year. The old gentleman is 
now enjoying the result, 

Perhaps it isn’t quite figs from 
thistles, but something fine and 
unusual achieved, nevertheless, 


ALABAMA HAS EXCELLENT 
CROP DALLIS GRASS SEED 


Alabama farmers have the big- 
gest crop of Dallis grass seed 
ever produced, reports J. C. Low- 
ery, extension agronomist, Au- 
burn, in urging farmers to save 
seed in pastures, along roadsides, 
cn ditch banks and other places, 

As soon as the seeds have fully 
developed and fairly well matured 
farmers plan 
with a mowing machine, 
them up and scatter 
the pasture land. 

“If you do not have a mowing 
machine, cut the plants with a 
hand blade and scatter over the 
pasture,” Lowery advises, “An- 
other good method is_ stripping 
the heads by hand. Incidentally, 
much of the Dallis grass seed you 
buy is harvested by men walking 


to cut the plants 
rake 
them over 


through the Dallis grass fields 
with pick sacks on their backs 
and hand-stripping the heads, 


Dallis grass can be combined suc- 
cessfully, 

“Hunt up every patch of Dal- 
lis grass on your farm and save 
the seed so you can sow more 
pasture and have no worry about 
the price or scarcity of Dallis 
grass seed next spring.”

OVERCOMING THE 


LESSON TEXT —Revelation 
15:2-4, 

GOLDEN TEXT—And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and by 
the word of their testimony; and they 
loved not their lives unto the death. 
Revelation 12:11, 


ADVERSARY 


12:7-12; 


War! What a famillar word! 
Men are saying we should put an 
end to war. We wish it were pos- 
sible, but as long as sin rules in 
the hearts of men, there will be 
wars; in fact, our lesson tells us of 
a greater war which is to take place 
in the heavens, The devil is busy 
not only on earth, but in the heaven- 
ly places, and wherever he is there 
is war, Only when Christ, the 
Prince of Peace, comes to reign will 
peace come to all the earth, 

Our lesson presents three scenes: 
Conflict in heaven, rejoicing over 
victory there, and a victory on earth 
which brought joy in heaven. 

I. War in Heaven (12:7-9). 

A clear, succinct, and helpful 
word on these verses is quoted from 
r. John R. Bradbury: 

“The dispensational interpretation 
of this passage is that. during the 
period of tribulation, which follows 
the rapture of the saints, as 
described in I Thessalonians 4:15- 
18; I Corinthians 15:51, 52, and other 
passages, there will be a war in 
heaven between Michael and his an- 
gels and the devil and his. Satan is 
not in hell now. It is wrong to teach 
that he is there. He is the prince of 
the power of the air. He rules the 
darkness of this world, He inspires 
wickedness in his domain and on 
arth. Against these conditions the 
Christian is solemnly warned to pre- 
pare (Eph. 6:10-18). When we say 
that Satan is in heaven, we do not 
mean the heaven of the immediate 
presence of God. The Bible speaks of 
different heavens and there is even 
‘heaven of heavens’ (I Kings 8:27). 
‘From whence come all the cross- 
currents of wickedness now sweep- 
ing over the world—many of them 
contrary to the wishes of the vast 
majority of the people? That there 
is a malevolent genius directing sin- 
ister operations to hinder and baffle 
God and to destroy mankind is easy 
to understand. Many people ask, 
‘Why does not God destroy him?’ 
The answer to that is in this lesson. 
His hour is coming. He will be ex- 
pelled from his domain by Michael 
and his angels. Then, because the 
people of this world have co-operat- 
ed with Satan so willingly, he will 
be allowed to take refuge in the 
earth. He will come down (v. 12) in 
great wrath, ‘because he knoweth 
that he hath but a short time.’ "’ 

II. Rejoicing in Heaven (12:10- 
12). 

If we accept what seems to be the 
correct view; namely, that the wom- 
an of Revelation 12:1-5 is Israel, the 


nation in which the child (v. 5), who) 


{s Christ, was born, then it would 
appear that those who here rejoice 
in the victory over the dragon 
(Satan) would be the Jewish beliey- 
ers who will have come through 
great tribulation. At the same time 
it is quite appropriate to apply the 
truth of the passage to us who now 
find ourselves in conflict with Satan- 
ic powers. 

The accuser does not hesitate to 
appear even in the presence of God 
to bring charges against us (see Job 
1:6-12). But we need not fear him, 
for he is already judged (I John 
16:11) and will (as we see in our 
lesson) one day be cast down to 
earth, and (as other Scripture re- 
veals) will ultimately be cast into 
the lake of fire (Rev. 20:10). 


But he is here now, a supernatural 
(but not divine) being, plaguing us, 
tempting us, accusing us. What 
shall we do about it? As to his 
accusation, we know we have a just 
and loving God and also have an 
Advocate to plead our causes before 
Him (I John 2:2), For his present 
attacks, our lesson gives the secret 
of spiritual victory in verse 11, 

II, Victory on Earth (Rev. 15: 
2-4). 

The scene of victorious rejoicing 
which we see here is evidently in 
heaven, but it is because of victory 
on earth. Here are those that have 
come through the horrible conditions 
described in Revelation 13, and have 
been victorious over the beast, in 
spite of his great powers. 

They sing; that is the token of 
real victory, of a heart victory. 
Whatever loss they may have suf- 
fered, and whatever trials they may 
have gone through, they have ‘‘got- 
ten the victory” (vy. 2). They sing 
the song of Moses and the Lamb (cf. 
Exod. 15:1-21 and Rey. 5:9-14). 

It is right that the redeemed of 
the Lord should sing, glorifying the 
name of God (vy. 4) and magnifying 
His great and marvelous works 
(v. 3). Let us remind ourselves 
again that if we are Christians, we 
are on the victorious side. The 
glimpse into the heavens which we 
find in our lesson should give us the 
right perspective with which to view 
the troublesome experiences of life. 
God has a plan, and He will bring! 
it to complete and victorious 
fruition in His own time and His 
own way.

ALABAMA WILL COOPERATE 
FOOD PRODUCTION PROG'M. 


Atabama will play its part in 
the greatest national food pro- 
duction campaign in history, an- 
nounces P, O. Davis, director, Al- 
abama Extension Service. 

The campaign will be under the 
supervision of State and county 
USDA Defense Boards which are 
made up of representatives of all 
Department of Agriculture agen- 
cies in the field. 

“Every farmer in the United 
States will be contacted by local 
farmer committeemen under the 
supervision of USDA Defense 
Boards and will assist with indi- 
vidual farm plans to determine 
the extent to which each farm 
can contribute to agriculture's 
task in national defense,” says 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard. 

“The goals for 1942 call for the 
jurgest production in the history 
of American agriculture but we 
are not going to have to plow up 
the hills and plains to do it. We 
have adequate reserves of feed 
grains for increased production of 
livestock products and it will not 
be necessary materially to increase 
total crop acreage next year, 

“Farm production in general is 
in good halance but greatly in- 
creased supplies of some commod- 
ities will be needed. In this 
emergency I have found it nec- 
essary to encourage the expansion 
of the production of hogs, eggs, 
evaporated milk, dry skim milk, 
cheese and chickens, and accord- 
ingly I have today made a formal 
public announcement that the 
Department of Agriculture will 
support prices for these commod- 
ities until December 31, 1942, at 
rot less than 85 per cent of par- 
ity. Increases in the production 
of other crops in 1942 are also 
desirable. Other proclamations 
may be issued from time to time 
if it is found that special encour- 
agement is needed to obtain ade- 
quate or desired supplies, or sup- 
plies which are considerably in 
excess of what farmers’ might 
otherwise be expected to produce.

Vi7 ON VESSEL BUILT FOR 
15 REACH NEW YORK 

NEW YORK,—A ship of trag- 
edy reached New York Harbor on 
Friday, Sept. 12, with 777 home- 
less Europeans who existed for 
weeks in a hull built for the com- 
fort of 15. They did it because 
they wanted a new start in the 
New World. 

The ship was the Spanish gov- 
ernment-owned Navemar, 48 days 
cut of Bilbao; her passengers 
were weary Frenchmen, Poles, 
Czechs, Germans and Russians 
who had slept in tiers in the holds 
under hatches, in Bewerec and on 
the decks, 

One woman and three ‘en died 
at sea before the Navemar put in 
at Bermuda and Havana, where 
330 passengers disembarked, A 
fifth passenger died in Bermuda 
and others were Hospitalized, 

When the ship reached quaran- 
tine here, an extra detail of U. 
S. public health officials rushed 
to board her, 

Unusual precautions ‘were ta- 
ken to inspect sanitary conditions 
aboard the ship before allowing 
her to proceed to her Brooklyn 
dock. 

Most of the passengers were 
from German and French concen- 
tration camps. Said one elderly 
man; 

“You are unable to imagine 
how much better it was than at 
my concentration camp.” 

Because two foreign ships re- 
cently brought cases of typhoid, 
any one with a suspected case of 
fever aboard the Navemar may 
be quarantined and health offi- 
cals said she would be held indef- 
initely at quarantine if there was 
evidence of Soe IoEe disease,

Thirty-three Coffee 4-H mem- 
bers have secured and begun 
feeding 41 beef steer calves in 
anticipation of next  Spring’s 
stock shows, 

Perennial prize winners, these 


boys and girls have started the 
seven months of calf feeding and 
management with the expectation 
of surpassing past records, The 
project has been limited to mem- 
bers possessing an excess of home 
grown feeds, which is the basis 
of the fattening ration,
